Ecclesiastical Gonfederation. 


It has often been predicted that the 
political confederation of all British 
North America would soon be follow- 
ed by a federated union of thé various 
Presbyterian and Methodist families 
within the same territory. That which 
was predicted and what good men set 
themselves to promote has at length 
happily come about. The event is one 
of very great interest politically as 
well as morally and religiously, and 
it has received due prominence in the 
press of Old Canada. Referring to 
Presbyterian union, the Toronto 
‘Globe’ says: 

All the difficulties connected with 
the preliminary negotiations for Pres- 
byterian Union have been happily 
surmounted, and little now remains 
to be eftected but the necessary legis- 
lation in order to secure the Church 
property under the new name which 
the Church will assume. The nego- 
tiating bodies are four—the Canada 
Presbyterian Church; the Presbyter- 
ian Church connected with the Church 
of Scotland; the. Presbyterian Church 
of the Lower Provinces of N. B. A 
and the Church of Scotland in Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and adjoining 
Provinces. The Supreme Courts of 
all these Churches have all but unan- 
‘jmously decided in favour of the basis 
of Union agreed upon, and a final 
meeting will be lead in the courseofa 
few weeks to arrange forthe consumma- 
tion of the Union during the coming 
year. This United Church will be a 
strong one, both in numbers and 
wealth. Inthe C. P. Church there are 
19 Presbyteries; in the Kirk 11; in the 
P. Church of Lower Provinces 10; and 
in Church of Scotland in lower Pro- 
vices 6; altogether 46 Presbyteries. Of 
course there will not be so many in 
the United Church, fora good many of 
them cover the same ground, and 
though the Presbyteries will be lar- 
ger, they will not be quite so numer- 
ous.” ~ 

Our contemporary presents an in- 
teresting statistical table, from which 
it appears that there are 606 ministers, 
whose stipends average $840, and 1,- 
008 congregations, and it proceeds to 
say: . 

‘‘Rach of these Churches has a fund 
for the benefit of ministers’ widows 
and orphans, The first on the sche- 
dule has for this purpose a capital of 
$77,089, and an annual revenue of 
$16,134. The second has a capital of 
$73,153, and a revenue of $9,018. The 
third has $20,000 invested, and the 
fourth has just commenced to form a 
fund. In all, the aggregate capital 
for this purpose is $162,921. Accord- 
ing to the census of 1871, the popu- 
lation conneeted with these Churches 
is 509,000, of nearly one-sixth of the 

pulation of Canada—next in num- 
bets to the Church of Rome. In 
whatever light this union is viewed, 
its importance and capability for good 
will be manifest. The Presbyterians 
have always been an active and intel- 
ligent part of the Canadian popula- 
tion; and, united in one ecclesiastical 
body, theirinfluence for good cannot 
but be greatly increased, and called in- 
to more active and sustained effort for 
the temporal and spiritual advance- 
ment of our young and vigorous Do- 
minion.” 

In the matter of union, Methodism 
has taken the lead, and the first eccle- 
siastical convocation of the United Me- 
thodist Church commenced its sittings 
in the Metropolitan, Toronto, on the 
16th inst. We believe we shall be 
correct in stating that, in point of 
numbers, this body stands second 
- among the Protestant bodies of the 
Dominion. Its progress has probably 
been more remarkable than that of any 
other. The first Methodist Conference 
ever held in Canada was in 1824, at 
which period the total membership was 
6,108, and the number of ministers 36. 
In fifty yearsthe membership had in- 
creased to 73,701, and the ministers to 
718. Atthe former period there were 
21 small wooden buildings for worship. 
At the latter there were more than 
eighteen hundred, a large proportion 
of which are of brick or stone, many 
of them elegant and commodious, 
some of them ranking among the finest 
ecclesiastical edifices on the continent. 
Deeply imbued with the missionary 
spirit and withga system in some _re- 
spects eminently adapted to a new. 
country, Methodism may fairly claim 
the proud designation of the Pioneer 
Protestant Church in British North 
America. .Itisa melancholy reflection 
that the same epoch which marks the 
completion of the consolidation 
of these two Churches also marks. the 
’ commencement of what looks alarming- 
ly like the disintegration of the other 
great Protestant Church in British 
North America.

The Bishop and Church 
Funds. 


Eprtor Cotonist:—After reading an 
account of the trial of the Very Rev'd 
Dean Cridge, begun and ended by 
Bishop Hills; after reading the differ- 
ent letters written by‘‘Historicus” and 
others, especially the two which ap- 
peared in your issue of Sunday last;

‘*A very important factor, in any re- 
view of the general situation, is ofcourse 
the financial. Nothing can be done 
without capital—in our case represent- 
ed partly by the savings of the people, 
of which the banks are the custodians, 
and partly by the credits which the 
banks are enabled to grant. The lat- 
est returns of which we are in -possess- 
ion are those for July 31, from which 
we fancy there has been no very impor- 
tant alteration during the month of 
August. Comparing with July, 1873, 
the figures showing for Ontario and 
Quebec the note circulation, deposits, 
specie, legal tenders, and loans, are as 
follows :-— -

During the year, the paid-up capital 
of the banks was increased about four 
millions,and the addition to their 
funds obtained from circulation and 
deposits amounts to about eight muil- 
lions from these sources. iia 
Looking at the resourcesiof the coun- 
try to meet the indebtedness for which 


it has already become responsible, and |. 


referring more especially to this Pro- 
vince, we have every reason to be con- 
tent with the prospect—more cause 
even than usual to be, as a nation, 


‘grateful to a kind Providence. Every- 


where there is an overflowing abun- 
dance of grain of all kinds; and al- 
though prices may not, probably will 
not, be equal to that realized a year 
ago, still the rates likely to be current 
will be remunerative to the farmer, and 
add largely to his savings. . .. . 
Turning to the other branch of our 
subject, we find importers as a body— 
though individually there may. be 
many exceptions—determined that the 
growth of wealth will not come in this 
country through any curtailment of 
general expenditure. The Customs 
returns are showing that the imports 
at all leading points are very consider- 
ably in excess of those of last year, the 
inerease being chiefly and very noticea- 
bly in the item of woollen goods. 

There is no reason for despondency, 
but the reverse; while at the same 
time the best interests of our country, 
speaking simply of her material inter- 
ests, would be subserved most effec- 
tually by a careful and judicious check 
kept on the growth of credits by those 
in whose hands the power rests to im- 
pose such restraint. There is a certain- 
ty that present prosperity will lead to 
unhealthy inflation, and disaster will 
follow snch inflation as surely as day 
is eucceeded by night.
